The 800 delegates to the second 
convention 
in 
Harrisburg of the 
Central Pennsylvania synod. United 
Lutheran church, heard reports on 
missionary activity a t home and 
abroad today. 
A resolution was adopted Tuesday 
night authorizing the petitioning of 
the biennial general convention of 
the church for perm ission to double 
the paym ents of pensions and relief 
to retired pastors, pastors’ widows 
and m inor children. 
The present scale is $300 a year to 
retired pastors; $150 a year to widows 
and $50 to m inor children.

Dr. Wentz Speaks 
More than 1,400 persons attended 
the services conducted Tuesday eve­ 
ning by the Synodical Brotherhood 
in the forum of the state education 
building, Harrisburg, at which the 
Rev. Dr. Abdel Ross Wentz, recently 
elected president of the L utheran 
Theological seminary here, was the 
principal speaker. 
Speaking on “The Sun Rises in the 
East,” Doctor Wentz pointed out th a t 
although the Christian sun is really 
beginning to rise in the East, there 
are factors which are in darkness 
and await th a t rising. 
"One,’ said Doctor W entz, "is fear. 
In the West we have fear of war, 
poverty and insecurity but when you 
come right down to it we really 
don’t know w hat any of those things 
are. 
In the East these factors are 
actualities. 
Japan and C hina are 
waging a horrible war and, as the 
Chinese put it, they w ant this ‘inci­ 
dent’ brought to a successful close. 
In an international settlem ent in 
Shanghai, 8,000 people live under one 
I roof, 
each 
family 
being 
allotted 
eight square feet of space. 
There 
are now more than 200 of these 
camps in and around Shanghai, with 
sim ilar conditions existing in th irty - 
one other cities in China. 
Do we 
know w hat fear of war and poverty 
is like? 
I should say not. 
Ignorance and Illiteracy 
“Another factor which awaits the 
rising sun is the vast volume of ig­ 
norance and illiteracy. 
A total of 
I,170,000,000 persons in the world are 
unable 
to read or 
write. 
Two- 
thirds of the hum an race is in a con­ 
dition of serfdom, so m uch so it 
doesn’t know how much it Is in debt. 
The bosses handle all that, seeing

KING AND QUEEN 
LAND AT QUEBEC 


Quebec. May 17 < AP)— King George 
VI today became the first reigning 
British m onarch to set foot on North 
American soil when he and Queen 
Elizabeth landed at Quebec for their 
tour 
of 
the 
United 
States and 
Canada. 
The King and Queen m ade their 
landing from the liner Empress of 
Australia a t 9:35 a. rn. E S T ., to 
be welcomed by Prime M inister W. 
L. MacKenzie ,King and leaders of 
C anada and the province of Quebec. 
The 
ceremonial 
welcome 
took 
place in the shadow of the giant 
cliffs which General W olfe’s army 
scaled 180 years ago to win "new 
France” for the British crown. 
King George wore the uniform of 
an adm iral of the fleet. Tile Queen 
was dressed in a pearl gray ensem ­ 
ble with an off-the-face hat of the 
same color. 
King George made his way down 
the flag - decked gangway just a 
step ahead of his smiling consort. 
A trem endous welcome arose, cheer­ 
ing, pealing bells, screeching ships’ 
whistles, the roar of airplanes. 
C anada’s first view of her sover­ 
eigns was one of pleasing and u n ­ 
expected informality, the King and 
Queen smiling and waiving from 
the ship’s rail to crowds below just 
before the landing. 
Til# Empress at 8:48 a. rn. E S T ., 
pulled into Wolfe’s cove, from which 
a British army scaled the cliffs to 
the plains of Abraham 180 years ago 
to win Canada for the B ritish em ­ 
pire. 
The great white ship, convoyed by 
the

and 
Saguenay 
and 
the 
B ritish 
cruisers Southam pton and Glasgow, 
moved 
majestically 
toward 
the 
anchorage as three C anadian a ir­ 
force planes roared overhead. 
On Thursday the royal party will 
be up early to entrain for Three 
Rivers and M ontreal in a tour across 
the continent and back, and into 
the United States at N iagara Falls 
June 8.

Dr. E. D. Hudson, Sr., presi­ 
dent of the Gettysburg board of 
health, issued a warning today 
th a t "G ettysburg m ust not be 
used as a dum ping ground for 
inferior food products by out-of- 
town concerns.” 
The health board head said 
th at on Saturday he was given 
old and moldy bread in a local 
business place when he asked 
for a loaf of fresh bread. 
In ­ 
vestigation revealed tile bread 
was the product of a Harrisburg 
baking concern. 
"There is a law against offer­ 
ing food for sale th a t is not fit 
for hum an consumption,” Doctor 
Hudson pointed out, but added 
th at he does not wish to prose­ 
cute unless the flagrant viola­ 
tions continue.

Senator Leo C. Mundy of Luzerne 
county voted against the changes 


although lie helped frame the "com­ 
promise'’ proposal. 
It was drafted 
to meet teachers’ objection to anoth­ 
er set of amendments offered earlier 
in the current session. 
Mundy ex­ 
plained he "found it would permit 
recurrence of abuses in Luzerne 
county.” He is author of the pres­ 
ent tenure act. 
Senator Harry Shapiro, of Phila­ 
delphia, whose name appeared on 
the new proposal, voted “present.” 
Previously he announced he was 
withdrawing his participation in the 
bill because teachers still wfere un­ 
satisfied. 
The senate also approved, and 
sent to the house, measures to per­ 
mit reduction of Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh teachers’ salaries. 
The “compromise" tenure bill di­ 
rects the Department of Public in­ 
struction to set up a system for rat­ 
ing teachers according to their per­ 
sonality, preparation, technique and

Washington, May 17 (AP).—Mem­ 
bers of President Roosevelt’s official 
family were reported on Capitol Hill 
today to be offering him conflicting 
advice on whether to sign or veto the 
$1,218,000,000 
Agriculture 
depart­ 
ment bill. 
The President's preliminary dis­ 
cussions of the record-breaking ap­ 
propriation measure, it was said au­ 
thoritatively, have been based on the 
possibility that the house will ac­ 
cept most of the $383,000,000 added 
by the senate. 
Among other unbudgeted items, 
the senate wrote in $225,000,000 for 
party payments designed to raise 
farmers' 
purchasing 
power 
and 
$113,000,000 for surplus crop dis­ 
posal. 
The bill now is awaiting 
house action on the senate amend­ 
ments. 
Well-informed persons said the 
President brought up the bill at a 
recent cabinet meeting, where one 
group of advisers, led by Secrtary 
Wallace, was reported to have urged 
that he sign it. 
Another group, which .included 
Vice President Garner, was said to 
have suggested that he veto it and 
return the farm problem to congress 
with a request that it either hold to 
the budget estimates or raise addi­ 
tional revenue to finance the sen­ 
ate-approved benefits.
